It created a sensation, 
even among the honest republicans, and tlie 
other republican meimbers of the committee im- 
mediaiely publicly requested that Mr. Smyser 
The Ohioan arose and reluctantly 
asked to be allowed to doso, which request 
was granted. He is, however, soundly abused 
and censured for acting so, for when he was 
dearly an interested party, and although 
Speaker Reed says he didn’t know it, many 
believe he wasa party to the whole rotten 
scheme. 

The wildcat efrigerator ompany is the 
cause of Raum being investigated. It is 
charged that George E. Lemon, a pension at- 
torney here, endorsed Raum’s notes for $12,- 
900, for which Raum passed favorably ona 
more of his cases. JKaum 
1 the money for his company. It is 
giso charged that he sold the wildcat stock to 
the pension clerks, promising all who bought 
to promote them im the pension office, In- 
deed. itis charged that Raum was using his 
office in many ways to boom the company. If 
Raum is kicked out, the refrigerator company 
will gounder. Therefore, Mr. Smyser is in- 
terested. Other republican members of con- 
gress are said to be interested in the company, 
and more sensational developments are ex- 
pected. 

The republican side of the house is surely 
in need of a good cleaning out. There are 
some good honest men among them, but the 
past week has developed the fact that there 
are also foul-mouthed. blackguards, rowdies, 
toughs, and at least one whose character for 
honesty is besmirched. 

SPEAKER REED’S FEARS. 

Speaker Reed is very much annoyed at the 
status of affairs politically up in his Maine 
district. The democrats are very strong there, 
and the actual republican majority is only a 
few hundred. The democrats are working 
with a will, and Reed isscared. Billy Mason 
and half a dozen other republican orators are up 
there now, stumping the district for the big 
man. McKinley left today for the same pur- 
pose, and Reed himself will lay down his gavel 
aud gO hume tomorrow; or Wednosday. He 
realizes that the democrats will have the next 
house, and even if he is_ elected, 
unless his majority be very large, 
his seat will be contested, and he feels quite 
certain that he would be turned out, after the 
manner in which he has acted towards demo- 
crats whose seats have been contested in this 
congress. Indeed, Tom Keed, unless his 
majority is very large, will have a small 
shance of holding his seat in the next con- 
gress. Every democrat on the floor would 
glory in an opportunity to make the tyrant 
swallow his own medicine. 

[HE AUGUSTA POSTOFFICE. 

There is quite a muddle over the Augusta 
postofiice. The nomination of Denning, who 
Was appointed some time ago, remains hung 
up in the senate. Charkson claims that In- 
spector Sharp, who was sent down to examine 
into the damaging charges that were made 
against Denning, whitewashed him at Buck’s 
Tequest. Clarkson, therefore, has requested 
of Mr. Wanamaker to send a new inspector.

He 
had received no compensation for this work, 
and had no agreement that he was to be com- 
pensated in stock or otherwise. To Mr. 
Sawver witness said that the time occupied in 
his Virginia trips came out of his annual 
leave. He had been appointed upon 
Commissioner - Tanner’s recommendation. 

Hie wrote the minutes of the refrigerator 
company at his homein the evening. He 
never had any stock in the company. Lis 
promotion had promised by Commissioer Tan- 
ner before he left ofiice. 

Then followed the incident of Mr. Smyser, 
of Ohio, member of the commission, taking 
theJ stand and testifying in reply to Mr. 
Cooper's questions, that he was a stockholder 
in Rauin’s refrigerator company, resulting in 
his withdrawal from the commission, as de- 
scribed in the report of the house proceedings. 
The withdrawal of Mr. Smyser caused a post- 
ponement of the investigation until the va- 
cancy is tilled and the commission, without 
attempting to proceed after recess, adjourned 
subject to call.

RECIPROCITY WITH CANADA. 


Sherman's Amendment to the 


Tariff Bill. 

WASHINGTON, September 1.—Senator Sher- 
man presented the following resolution to the 
senate today, which, he said, he would offer 
as an amendment to the tariff bill at the 


proper time: 

Phat whenever it shall be certified to the presi- 
dent of the United States that the yoverniment of 
the Dominion of Canada siuall, by law or regula- 
tion, admit free of duty into all its ports coal 
mined in the United States, he shall make a 
proclamation of that facet, and thereafter, while 
such law or regulation is in force, coal mined 
in the Dominion of Canada shall be admitted 
free of duty into all ports of the United States; 
and whenever it shall be duly certified to the 
president of the United States that the govern- 
ment of the Dominion of Caneda has. declared a 
desire to enter intosuch commercial arrangements 
with the United States as will resultin the com- 
plete or partial removal of duties upon trade be- 
tween Canada and the United States, he stall ap- 
point three commissioners to meet those 
who may be designated to represent 
the government of Canada to consider the best 
method of extending the relations between 
Canada and the United States, to ascertain in 
what terms greater freedom of iutercourse be- 
tween the two countries can be best secured, and 
said commissioners shall report to the president, 
who shall bring the report before congress, and the 
necessary expenses of the commission appointed 
by the president, including their compensation at 
the rate of $10 a day each day for the tm? neces- 
sarily employed in said duty, shall be paid out of 
the appropriation for the collection of Custom 
revenue, :

A GRADUATED INCOME TAX. 


An Amendment Offered in the Mississippi 
Constitutional Convention. 


JACKSON, Miss., September 1.—[Special.]— 
The constitutional convention met at 3:30 p. 
m. and an amendinent to the constitution 
was offered by S. M. Street, of Lauderdale 
county, providing for a graduated income tax, 
which was referred. The convention, after 
passing appropriate resolutions, adjourned in 
respect to the memory of Delegate M. D. 
Guerry, of Lowndes county, who died at his 
home in Artesia, Sunday night. It is an- 
nounced that the report of the committee on 
elective [franchise will be submitted tomor- 
row, or by Wednesday. 

Its provisions have been agreed on and 
nothing remains] to be done but the labor of 
drafting the report. The causefof women suf- 
frage seems to be falling off. The country 
press stands aimost solidly arrayed against 
it, buta vigorous fight will be made in its 
behalf on the tloor of the convention, and the 
issue is stillin doubt. The regular order to- 
morrow will be the discussion of the report 
on the penitentiary. Delegatesfrom levee dis- 
tricts will make afight in favor of the em- 
ployment of convicts in levee building. 


MOVING FOR DIRECT TRADE, 


The Merchants of Charleston Discussing 
the Matter. 


CHARLESTON, S. C., September 1.—[{Spe- 
cial.|—The Chamber of Commerce held its 
first fall meeting this afternoon. Among 
other business transacted was the discussion of 
the alliance direct shipment scheme. Presi- 
dent Tupper said he had been in correspon- 
dence with two alliancemen, one in Geor- 
gia, with a view of having Charleston selected 
as the port for the establishment of the direct 
line of steamers to Europe. The matter was 
referred to the committee on foreign com- 
merce. 

The special railroad committee charged 
with the abolition of the Ashley junction 
grievance was urged to hurry up its report, 
Thecommittee was appointed last spring, the 
object being to force the Atlantic Coast line to 
run all its trains into Charleston. 


THE JUDGE IS ON HIS METTLE 


And the Probability Is That There Will 
be Heavy Sentences. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., September 1.—[Spe- 
cial.}—The United States-district court ‘for 
the middle district of Alabama, met here 
today, Judge John Bruce presiding. The 
moonshiners, whose cases are set for trial, are 
trembling in their boots. Judge Bruce was 
recently ‘“‘investigated’’ on charges of laxity 
in oflicial business. It was charged that he 
remitted the fines of too many moonshiners. 
There is a general feeling that on this account, 
he will impose the full penalty of the law 
whenever there is a conviction at this term of 
‘the court. For this reason offenders fear to go 
to triai, and many of them will try to have 
their cases continued. — 


THE SINGLE TAX CLUBS. 


and His Fellows Meet in 
New Xork. 


New York, September 1.—Delegates from 
single tax clubs of thirty-three states and the 
District of Columbia met in Cooper Union 
this afternoon, for the purpose of forming a 
permanent organization of single tax clubs of 
the United States. 

The delegates arrived in New York last 
week. There are 420 of them at present in 
the city, and nearly all of these attended the 
business meeting this afternoon. Henry 
George, who arrived in the morning on the 
Servia, remained in the Westminster hotel, 
and did not attend the meeting in the after- 
noon, preferring to wait till evening, when a 
public reception was accorded him.

AND THE WORKMEN TURNED OUTIN 
GREAT NUMBERS. 


TWO PROCESSIONS IN NEW YORK CITY 


They Parade in Different Parts of the City 
to Prevent a Clash—The Day Observed 
In All the Large Cities. 


New York, September 1.—Labor Day was 
celebrated today by two separate labor 
parades—one by the Federation of Labor, and 
the other by the Central Labor Union. The 
police arranged two routes of gmarch, so that 
there would be no clash between the two, fac- 
tions. The Federation paraded up the east 
side of the city, starting from Houston street 
and Second avenue, while the Central Labor 
people started from Cooper Union, and took 
the west side. 

August Delabar was grand marshal of the 
Federation procession, which comprised five 
divisions and numbered 15,000 men. The Cen- 
tral Labor people turned out about 10,000 men, 
and were under the direction of Charles P. 
Rogers, as grand marshal. 3 

The procession was divided into two bri- 
gades of six divisions. The streets along 
which the parade passed were thronged by 
people. The day was a most perfect one, the 
sun shining brightly, and the air being tem- 
pered with cool breezes. All down-town ex- 
changes and banks were closed, business being 
universally stopped. 

In Brooklyn all business was suspended, the 
day being observed by all classes. The various 
labor organizations made a parade early in the 
day with John O’Connell as grand marshal. 

A GALA DAY iN PHILADELPHIA. 

PHILADELPHIA, September 1.—Picnics, pa- 


-rades, athletic sports and a general turnout of 


workingimen marked labor’s great annual holi- 
day in the city. A more perfect day for out- 
door sports could not have been asked for—a 
clear sky and.cool wind, making a combination 
that could not be surpassed fora holiday. Iu 
the great milling and manufacturing districts 
of Kensington and Richmond the mills and 
factories al) shut down, and their thousands of 
operators celebrated the day by generally in- 
dulging in some form of outdoor sports. 

In the central ‘portions of the city banks, 
public offices and . the stock exchange closed, 
and many of tho wholesale business houses 
shut their doors at noon. At Pastime park 
nearly every line of trade was represented at a 
mammoth picnic held there by the United La- 
bor League. Tho German trades gave a street 
parade anda picnic at Schuctzen park, and 
the Caledonian Club held Scottish games at 
Rising Sun park. 

A LARGE TURNOUT IN CHICAGO. 

CxicaGo, September 1.—Labor Day was gen- 
erally observed in this city. The weather was 
bright and cool, and could not have been more 


. auspicious for the parades and subsequent pic- 


nics and games in the various suburban parks, 
which made up the day's programme. There 
were two parades this morning—one under the 
auspices of the Trades and Labor Assembly, 
with about 20,000 men in line, and one of the 
Knights of Labor, who turned out with about 
1,000 men. 
THE CELEBRATION IN CINCINNATI. 

CINCINNATI, September 1.—Labor Day was 
observed here today for the first time, the leg- 
islature at its session last winter having de- 
clared ita holiday. There was not a general 
observation of the holiday. The banks were 
all open and the Chamber of Commerce did 
not adjourn. Business houses generally were 
open. Labor organizations and trades unions 
united in a general parade, which, with unob- 
structed streets, was halfan hour in passing. 
Probably 3,000 men were in line. They were 
well supplied with music and banners, and 
made a good appearance. Mayor Mosby and 
the city officers rode at the head. This after- 
noon a picnic at Hill Top house, with Repre- 
sentative Green, of Cleveland, as orator, com- 
pleted the programme. 

THE PARADE IN ST. LOUIS. 


St. Louis, September 1.—The delightful 
weather and the mayor’s proclamation de- 
claring today aholiday, have made the Labor 
Day demonstration a great success. Nearly 
10,000 union men were in line, and after the 
parade they enjoyed the remainder of the dav 
at Schneider’s garden, in listening to labor 
agitators and participating in athletic sports. 
The best of quet and order was maintained. 

A GENERAL SUSPENSION OF BUSINESS. 

Today was Labor Day, and the labor organi- 
zations in and around Boston celebrated it in 
the same general manner as in previous years. 
The day was a legal holiday, and all business, 
including editions of evening papers, sus- 
pended. In this city the parade was the 
largest that hasever been seen on this day, 
the divided councils that prevailed in former 
years haying united their forces in one grand 
procession, in which 10,000 participated. 

AT OTHER PLACES. 

At Pittsburg all the banks, factories and 
mills and many business houses were closed. 
The day was bright. Nearly 10,000 workmen, 
representing all trades in the city, took part in 
the parade. Similar demonstrations were 
held at Jeannette, Greensburg and other sur- 
rounding towns, 

Duting the passage of the Bakers’ Union up 
North avenue, Allegheny City, a party of 
American mechanics broke into the ranks and 
tore down a German tlag which the bakers 
were carrying. The bakers defended the flag, 
but they were overpowered and the flag trailed 
in the dust. No person was seriously injured, 
but the incident créated greatexcitement and 
considerable bad blood. 

At Kansas City the mayor declared a holi- 
day, and, in so far as possible, it was observed. 
Over 5,000 men participated in the parade this 
morning, in which the labor in the city was 
represented. There were numerous floats in 
the parade displaying the handicraft of the 
different organizations. The afternoon was 
spentin games, sports, athletic contests and 
dancing at Troost park. 

At San Francisco the streets presented a 
somewhat holiday appearance. The parade of 
the labor organizations comprised delegations 
from the carpenters and joiners’, coopers’, stone 
cutters’, brewers’, iron moulders’, and other 
unions: There were over 4,000 men in line, 
twenty-two bands and a dozen floats represent- 
ing various branches of industry. 

At Milwaukee about 5,000 workmen formed 
in line and paraded the streets with finely dec- 
orated floats, representing the various trades. 
A picnic was held at the shooting park in the 
afternoon. The weather was beautiful.

MACHINISTS TO STRIKE. 


Which They Have for Their 
Dissatisfaction. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., September POP ea pe 
The machinists employed in the uisville 
and Nashville machine shops quit work this 
morning. This action was caused by the 
difference existing between the men and the 
company on the question of wages. Only a few 
ieaeinkee who have been picked up here and 
there are at work in the shops. One of the 
idle shop men gave the following explanation 
of the employes’ side of the question: 

“A month ago the men were getting 
from $2.50 to $2.60 per day, and asked for 
$3. The company refused the demands. Then 
a raise of 10. per cent was requested. The 
company did not reply to this petition at all 
for a long time, and, thinking they would get 
no reply at all, the men became dissatisfied 
and began quitting work. When nearly all 
the men had left, gn last Thursday the pay of 
machinists was rai 15 cents day and 
that of boiler makers 10 cents. This raise was

THE TOTAL COTTON CROP. 
of 


the New Orleans Cotton 
Exchange. 

New ORLEANS, September 1.—The New 
Orleans exchange issued today the official re- 
port of the cotton crop of the United States 
for the commercial year ending with the close 
of August, 1890, made up by Secretary Hester, 
The report states that the total crop amounts

to 7,¢11,822 bales, exceeding the largest crop’ 


ever grown by 265,489 bales and the crop of 
last year by 373,032. The statement will bear 
the closest scrutiny. The report objects to the 
method of deducting cotton consumed in 
southern cotton ports from the totals of cotton 
shipped across the Ohio, Mississippi and Poto- 
mac rivers. The secretary has obtained reports 
from every millin the south, and claims that 
his statement does not contain a single element 
of estimate. Total southern consumption for 
the past year is reported at 546,363 balesagaint 
481,245 last year. Number of mills in opera- 
tion is 270, with 1,665.191 spindles. Thirty- 
nine ew mills, with 311,864 spindles, have 
commenced working during the year, and 
fifteen new mills have been completed and 
will be at work this fall. Forty-four mills are 
idle, amumber of which expect to start up 
again at an early date. Total number of 
mills im the south is now 335, with 
40,819 looms and 1,819,291 spindles. The in- 
crease Of spindles during the past year is 
equivaient to nearly one-half of the entire 
number reported in the south bythe census 
of 1880. The census of that year showed 164 
mills With 761,360 spindles. The gain within 
the past ten years has been 172 mills with 
1,226,477 spindles, the increase in the number 
of ba of cotton consumed having been 
337 ,O1f, or more than 189 per cent. 

With reference to the cotton movement for 
the year, the statement makes the net receipts 
at pe orts 5,857,174, a gain over last 
year of 306,529; overland direct to northern 
mills 937,471, a decrease from last year of 

,228; southern consumption (exclusive of 30,- 
217 bales taken from southern outports) 516,- 
O77, & gain over last year of 67,719, and the 
total crop 7,311,322 bales, again over last year 
of 373,082. 

Foreign exports, including 55,491 to Canada, 
were 4,955,951, a gain over last year of 165,253. 
THE TAKINGS OF COTTON. 

The takings of cotton during the year for 
consumption in the United States amounted 
to 2,346,152 bales. Of this.1,799,258 bales went 
to northern spinners against 1,785,979 last sea- 
This sh6ws an Increase of only 153,279 
bales against an increase in the south of 
nearly 68,000 bales. 

Not only isthe crop of 1889-90 the largest 
ever produced, but it has moved off with un- 
exampled rapidity and brought full prices 
throughout the year, netting to the farming 
interest a handsome surplus. 

One of the curious features of this year’s 
movement was the shipment of more than 
2,000§ bales of American cotton through 
Ontario via the Canadian Pacific railway to 
Japan. . Fifty bales were also shipped to 
Japan from the port of New York. 


A GOOD REPORT FROM ALABAMA. 


Montgomery’s Cotton teceipts Exceed 


Those of Any Previous Year. 

MontTaomeEry, Ala,, Septernber 1.—For the 
cotton year ending last night, Montgomery’s 
receipis were 144,045 bales, the largest of any 
year in its history. The nearest to it wasin 
1885, when receipts were 143,544. Stock on 
hand is 955 bales. Receipts of new cotton in 
August were 7,026, also the largest for that 
month. Cotton received by rail Sunday, Aug- 
ust Sist, is not counted, as it did not reach the 
warehouse until this morning. 

The volume of business of all kinds during 
the past twelve months is put at $40,000,000 by 
conservative business men. Buildings for 
business and residence purposes are going up 
in all parts of the city, and manu- 
facturing interests have largely _ in- 
creased in the past twelve months.

| DENOUNCING VANCE, 


TRE ‘‘PROGRESSIVE FARMER’ HAS 
A WORD TO SAY. 


CRITICISING SENATOR ZEB. VANCE. 


Colonel L. L. Polk, the Head of the Na- 
tional Alliance, Turns His Batteries 
Against the North Carolina Senator. 


RALEIGH, N. C., September 1.—[Special.}|— 
There will bea genuine sensation in North 
Carolina tomorrow, for The Progressive 
Farmer, the official organ of the Farmers’ Al- 
liance, will contain an editorial attacking Sen- 
ator Vance, and accusing him of being at odds 
with the democratic party. 

The history of the causes which have led to 
this is yery curious. Months ago Senator 
Vance was requested by the alliance to intro- 
duce the subtreasury bill. He did so, but did 
not endorse it, as he considered it unconstitu- 
tional. Lateron he was officially questioned 
by Secretary Beddingfield, of the state alli- 
ance, as to whether he endorsed the bill. The 
same question was put to all the congressmen’ 
Senator Vance said he did notendorse the bill, 
as presented, though no man more warmly 
favored the interests of the farmers. Before 
this point at issue, a general dispute arose. It 
was a case of Vance against the ex- 
treme men in the alliance, and as a result, 
there was introduced in nearly all democratic 
county conventions a _ resolution endorsing 
Vance and pledging legislative candidates to 
vote for his re-election tothe senate. In some 
counties the resolutions failed of adoption,!and 
created considerable fecling. 

POLK TAKES A HAND. 

Colonel L. L. Polk, the head ofthe national 
alliance, is the editor of The Progressive Far- 
mer. He was here Saturday, and his paper 
of tomorrow will contain the editorials upon 
Vance, making the issue directly between the 
senator and the alliance. These editorials 
demand that Vance show his hand, and 
claim that as Vance opposes the abolition of 
the national banks, and as the democratic 
state convention endorsed that plan, therefore 
Vance is not in line with the democrats. Tne 
alliancemen are notified not to support him, if 
his views are contrary to theirs. The edito- 
rials were written by Colonel Polk, and throw 
down the gauntlet to Vance. Noone can tell 
the effect of this attack. 

A DIVISION LOOKED FOR. 

A well-known ex-member of the alliance 
says tonight that it will causefa division of the 
alliance, and that he fears the worst results 
for the democratic party in the state. Colonel 
Polk has been smarting under the attacks of a 
number of newspapers upon the alliance and 
himself for opposition to Vance, and this is an 
open secret, one of the greatest political sen- 
sations in the history of the state is evidently 
just developing. 

HE JOINS THE DEMOCRATIC PARTY. 

William A. Guthrie, who has for years been 
@ prominent republican, and has twice been 
the nominee of that party for judge, today an- 
nounces his allegiance to the democratic 
party. 

He was led to this step by the discovery, 
near Durham last Saturday, of the following 
letters, which were part of the official records 
of Deputy Revenue Collector John F. Moody, 
which show how the republicans perveried the 
census to their own purposes:

A Settlement Reached of the Plan by Which 
It Is to Be Conducted. 

Macon, Ga., September 1.—[Special.]—The 
method of holding the democratic primary in 
Bibb county tomorrow has been determined.

Their reason for this is not 
exactly known, but such a resolution was in- 
troduced, and Tuk CONSTITUTION is informed,

The following are the official proceedings of 
the meeting as furnished THE CONSTITUTION 
by the secretary:

Breaks Jail to Join His Co Para- 
mour andIs Arrested in Her House 
Disguised as a Negro. 


GREENSBORO, N.C., September 1.-[Special.] 
Yesterday evening the police here captured 
James Keid, the young white convict who 
escaped from Salisbury jail last Thursday 
morning. Reid is the son of one of the 
wealthiest and most highly respected citizens 
of Salisbury, and his downfall is a sad one. 
Some years ago he became infatuated with a 
mullatto prostitute. Ordinarily he is a quiet 
man, but when under the influence of liquor 
has an unruly temper, and is dangerous, and 
would frequently beat his paramour. About 
a year ago she went to a festival against his 
wishes. He followed her and cut her to 
pieces. . He lay in jail until she recovered. He 
was then released. Just before the sitting of 
the court Reid persuaded her to leave. Her 
absence caused a postponement of the case 
against him. Atthe next term of the court 
Reid was convicted and sentenced to a yeaf’s 
imprisonment and a fine ef $500. The case 
was carried to the supreme court and Reid re- 
leased on a bond of $1,000, given by his 
father. The decision of the lower court was 
affirmed and Reid jumped his bond. 

REJOINS HIS PARAMOUR. 

He came to this place with his paramour 
some months ago, and took up quarters in an 
old mill on a back street. His drunken rows 
with the woman attracted attention and they 
were jailed. His father again came to his 
rescue and he was released. His paramour re- 
mained in jail here, and, although his father 
offered him all the money he 
wanted if he would go west, he 
declined. After spending some time trying 
to secure the release of the woman, and fail- 
ing, he returned to Salisbury, surrendered, and 
entered upon his term of imprisonment. His 
parents had his cell in the jail there lux- 
uriously furnished, and his meals were sent to 
him from his home, but his infatuation for the 
mulatto was so great that, on learning of her 
release from jail here, he began to plan his es- 
cape, and on Thursday morning, before day, 
he succeeded, with two others, in breaking out. 

DISGUISED AS A NEGRO. 

He came here Thursday night, disguised as 
a negro, and took up his former quarters with 
his paramour in the old mill. When caught 
yesterday evening he wore a wig and was 

lacked. He was found in the attic of the 
mill, behind a chimney. He had ingeniously 
rigged up a set of trap doors, by which he 
could get access toany room in the building, 
and before the officer could reach him in the 
attic, he had secreted himself under a lot of 
clothes in his paramour’s room on the first 
floor. The woman is a bright mulatto, of pre- 
possessing appearance, is several years older 
than Reid, and has two children, of which he 
is the father. Young Reidis well educated, 
and was in business with his father in Salis- 
bury. His sisters are. married to prominent 
business men there, and his family is one of 
the best in the place. He was carried back to 
Salisbury today.

The meeting last night was a full one, and 
the lecture room was well filled with the mem- 
bers and others interested in the society. 

After the regular order of business had been 
finished, the president; Dr. Craig, arose, and 
introduced as the speaker of the evening 
Judge J. T. Nisbet. 

Judge Nisbet announced as his subject 


“The Early Settlement and History of Geor- 
gia, and the Influence Which was Exercised 


on the Progress and Development of the 


Colony by the Scotch-Irish.” ~ - 

He gave a very graphic sketch of the many 
blunders and mishaps of the early settlement ; 
of the absurd laws and regulations imposed 
upon it by the English council, which fora 
long time made its laws; of the worthless 
character or many of its early colonists, and 
finally of how the true salvation and final suc- 
cess of the colony was largely due to the in- 
pouring of the Scotch-Irish element. 

In speaking of this immigration of the 
Scotch-Irish people, and their lasting 1n- 
fluence on the progress of the state, Judge 
Nisbet said: , 

When, after the expiration of twenty years, the 
trustees surrendered their charter and Georgia 
was converted into a royal colony, tt may be said 
truthfully and without exaggeration, that every 
policy which they had ever urged, whether 
economic, commercial, social or political, was 
abandoned and repudiated. 

It is not surprising that the early .colonists of 
Georgia made very little impression upon our 
State. If Georgia has any distinct character, if 
Georgians have any distict characteristics, they 
have been deriyed, notifrom these early settlers, 
but from the bold, independent, intelligent 
emigrants trom North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina and Virginia, who crossed the Savannah at 
Petersburg and other fords, in the years immedi- 
ately succeeding the revolution, with their fam- 
ilies and their properties and their principles, and 
occupied the hills and valleys of middie Georgia, 
History has hardly noticed thisimmense immigra- 
tion, and yet if it were written it would be found 
thata large portion of the bone and brawn and 
brain which have made Georgia what she is, was 
furnished Ly the Scotch-Irish. 

I have said that the highlanders constituted the 
best element of population in the early coloniza- 
tion of Georgia. They were induced to immigrate 
because they were needed. Work was to be done 
which required men, and the trustees looked for 
them where men are bred. Spain, with a great 
naval power anda horde of savage allies, con- 
stantly threatened the southern border of Georgia 
from Cuba and froin Florida. - The Saltzburgers of 
Ebenezer were men of peace, unused to and averse 
to war; the Moraviarns were non-combatants, 
and relieved of ali military duty by 
action of the council. The population 
of Savannah could not be relied upon to deiend 
the frontier. Oglethorpe wanted a barrier to in- 
terpose between his weak colonists in their scat- 
tered settlements, and the dangers which threat- 
ened them, and he wisely built this barrier of the 
strong arms and bold hearts of Highland Scotch. 
One bundred and thirty men, with fifty women 
and children from ‘Inverness, in the highlands, 
were settled at New Inverness, now called Darien, 
upon the Altamaha, in January, 1736. They were 
accompanied by their pastor and under the com- 
mand of tueir chief clansman, John Moore McIin- 
tosh, or John McIntosh Mohor, as it is written in 
Scotland. : 

With them were several individuals who bore 
their own expenses and secured large grants of 
land from the trustees, upon which they settled. 
These highlanders were not needy and greedy ad- 
venturers, nor yet soldies of fortune, but they 
were goes Specimens of the yeomanry of Seotland, 
and showed in their new homes all the marked 
characteristics of the race to which they belonged, 
They were true men, brave, earnest, persistent, 
accustomed to exposure, inured to toil, famihar 
with danger, and ready, like ~“Rhoderick 
Dhu, to right a wreng when it is 
given. These  flaxen-haired Scotch with 
their blue bonnets and beited plaids and tartan 
hose, fearicssly for years, encountered all the 
hardships ef their position and all its dangers, 
whether from the Spaniard on the water, or the 
stealthy Indian froin the wilderness, or from the 
diseases which were bred in the marshes and 
swamps and tangled forests of the A!tamaha. 
They were the bulwark of the colony and in the 
Spanish invasion of 1741 they saved it from 
destruction. ‘Bloody Marsh” on St. 
Simon’s island was a ilaurel-crowned 
field and the victors were wor- 
thy to be the descendants of the men who fought 
at Bannockburn and in all the subsequent wars in 
which Georgia has been engageud—in the revolu- 
tion—in the numerous Indian wars which followed 
it—in the war of 1812—in the war with Mexico—in 
the war between the states, this handful of Scotch 
and their descendants have shed their blood 
freely for Georgia, and have been distinguished 
not only in war, upon landand sea, but in the 
employments of peace, furnishing a good illus- 
tration of the “survival of the fittest” or rather 
the staying quality of the Scot. 

One of these descendants, a lineal descendant 
of John Meintosh Mohor, withthe blood of the 
McIntosh, the Mackay and the Bailie in his veins 
on the maternal side, andon the paternal side a 
descendant of a Scotch-Irish emigrant from the 
province of Ulster, in Ireland, is a member of 
this society, Lreferto John McIntosh Kell, the 
distinguished adjutant general of the state of 
Georgia, the executive ofticer of the confederate 
states cruiser, Alabama, and the trusted lieuten- 
ant Admiral oe peewee Semmes. Cap- 
tain of Kell abandoned flattering pros- 
pects of promotion in the federal navy to 
offer his services to his native estate when she 
seceded from the union. Employed for a short 
time on our coast, he sailed with Semmes first in 
the Sumter and then in the Alabama. In the un- 
equal fight with the armor-clad Kearsargée he 
steered and fought the Alabama under the direc- 
tion of the admiral from his post of observation 
in the rigging,and when the noble ship wag sink- 
ing stood by the side of Semmes and plunged 
with him into the sea. Rescued by the Deer- 
hound, he returned to the confederate states 
and was rewarded with the rank of commander 
in the navy. A diatinction still more prized 
was the flattering commendation which he re- 
ceived from Admiral Semin’sin his official bulletin 
of the last fight of the Alabama. Captain Keil is 
a quiet, modest, retiring, unassaming gentleman. 
He lives upon his farm of Sunny-Side and cracks 
with his neighbors of horses and plows and 
rye, and prunes his vines, and cul- 
tivates his flowers without neglecting 
the weightier matters of cotton and 
corn and oats. His simplicity, his modesty and 
his reserve conceal the salient points of his very 
strong character, as in the highlands the scars and 
furrows of the mountain are hidden beneath a 


soft cover of lichen, and bracken, and gowan, and . 


binebell and heather. 

The only recognition of his services which Cap- 
tain Kell has ever had is the office with ics paitry 
pay of adjutant general and keeper of public 

uildings. 

The whole of Judge Nesbitt’s address will be 
preserved inthe archives of the society for 
future use in the compilation of the history of 
the Scotch-Irish in America. 

At the conclusion of his address he was ten- 
dered a unanimous vote of thanks by the 
society for his abie and interesting speech.

Il was torone year a stock- 
holder in the Atlanta Street Railroad Company, 
and I sold my stock last May without any advance. 
The present holders have nearly $600,000 invested 
in that property, and are not likely to receive any 
dividends for some time to come—certrainly not 
in the next two years. 
lanta’s rapid growth and present prosperity 
be largely attributed to its excellent street 
railsystem,and in view of these facts I do nct 
think it good policy to permit legislation of this 
kind. 

[repeat what I have already stated, I do not be- 
lieve that one foot of railroad track will be con- 
structed by either the Atlanta Street Railroad 
Company, the Elgewood Avenue Company or the 
Metrcup titan street Railroad Company under the 
recent vrants on the part of the city. These com- 
panies are having some misunderstanding with 
each other as to what they claim te be the terri- 
tory of each, and have madethese applications to 
occupy certain streets in orcer to harrass each 
other.

If the supreme 
court decides the former election to be illegal, the 
hew election can take place without losing any 
time,and on the other hand, if the decision 
Should be that the eléction was legal and the 
bond: i<sued under it valid, then you can repeal 
the ordinance ordering the new election.

Furniture Wagons Must Roll. 


Mr. Meador presented an ordinance requiring 
wagons, drays and other yelhicles used to con- 
vey for the public goods, Wares or furniture, to 
keep in motion subject to necessary stops, de- 
lays and pauses for loading and unloading and 
such other temporary pauses as are incident to 
the business. 

“The intent of this ordinance,’’ said Mr. 
Meador, ‘‘is to show that the streets of Atlanta 
are not to be used as business stands. This 
ordinance, however, shall not, as it states, ap- 
ply to regularly licensed hacks or to licensed 
peddlers of melons or other fruit or vegetables, 
who use wagons or vehicles in selling their 
ware as other licensed peddlers on the streets 
and sidewalks.”’ 

‘*What kind of wagons did you say?”’ asked 
Mr. Inman. ‘‘Furniture wagons or country 
wagons ?”’ 

“Furniture wagons,’’ said Mr. Meador. 

“It don’t apply to hacks?’ asked Mr. In- 
man. 

**No,”’ said Mr. Meador. 

‘What about these melon and wood ex- 
changes? They ought to move too, oughtn’t 
they ?’’ remarked Mr. Inman. 

The ordinance was read the first time. 


A Stable Creates Trouble. 


Mr. Hirsch presented a paper granting R. R. 
Stewart permission to erect a building on 
Marietta street, near Spring, to be used as a 
livery stable. 

‘Asa member of that same committee, the 
fire department cOmmittee,’’ said Mr. Kontz, 
**T desire to submit an adverse report.’’ 

Mr. Kontz then read a paper signed by Mr. 
John Silvey, Mrs. Clayton, Mr. Diehl and 
other prominent citizens in that portion of the 
city, protesting against the erection of the 
stable. 

‘*Then,’’ said Mr. Kontz, “‘in addition to all 
this the building is not a fire-proof building. 
If it were I should not oppose it at this june- 
ure. It is to be constructed of corrugated iron 
and Chief Joyner says that is dangerous when 
a tire gets under it. 

Mr. Stewart, the owner of the building, was 
present and asked to be heard from. 

‘‘T leased that ground,’’ he said, ‘‘from Mayor 
Glenn for six years for $1,000 a year. Then 
I asked for the building permit and Mr. Hirsch 
and Mr. McBride, of the fire department com- 
mittee, granted the building permit and I 
went to work. The kick against the building 
comes from Mr. Silvey, who is 100 yards away. 
If after I getin there the place becomes a 
nuisance, as they claim it will, I am willing to 
get away.” 

‘Have you any openings in the sides?’ 
asked Mr. Middlebrooks. 

‘None at all,’’ answered Mr. Stewart. 

‘Any in the rear?’’ asked Mr. Middle- 
brooks. 

“A door. But then I’ll make it just as you 
say. I don’t want to do anything contrary to 
law. Iam a law-abiding citizen, and I want 
to do what’s right,’’ answered Mr. Stewart. 

*T would like to ask the chairman of this 
committee if he had power to act in this mat- 
ter?’’ asked Mr. Woodward. 

‘‘No we did not,’’ answered Mr. Hirsch, the 
chairman. 

“Let me say,’’ said Mr. Stewart, ‘‘that Mil- 
ler & Brady are building a stable nearly as 
large again near there, and there’s no kick be- 
cause it’s Miller & Brady.”’ 

Mr. Kontz stated Mr. Tom Corrigan, rep- 
resenting partiesgnterested, wasgpresent, and 
would like to speak. 

‘‘T went to the clerk’s office,’’ said Mr. Cor- 
rigan, ‘to see about the permit. There was 
no stub there and the clerk knew nothing 
about it. The fact that Mr. Stewart has a 
lease from Mayor Gleen don’t do any good. 
Mayor Glennhas no more rights before this 
body than any other citizen of Atlanta. There 
are good people all around this place, and a 
church in front of it, and they should not have 
this great nuisance thrust upon them. There 
is no sewer north of Spring street, and the 
great stench, together with the mules all 
night and the flies will make it intolerable.’ 

“Tt is no mule pen,’’ remarked Mr. Stewart, 
“but a fancy livery stable.’’ 

‘A livery stable ain’t a nuisance,” said Mr. 
McLendon, ‘‘and sewers’ are not needed in 
‘em. All Mr. Stewart has got todo is to make 
it fireproof.. A livery stable is a healthy place 
and those who work about them become 
stronger and stouter. The tiuth is, I think 
Mr. Silvey is the one one who made the mis- 
take when he put so much money in that 
house he built up there.”’ 

‘‘Tl’m alwaysin the minority,”’ said Mr. In- 
man, ‘‘but I'l] just have my say any how. The 
fact that this ground belongs to Mayor Gleen 
makes no difference. Then, too, I don’t 
think Mr. MeLendon would like to have this 
barn that close to him.’’ 

“It is within two tcet of Mrs. Deihl’s dining 
room,’’ said Mr. Corrigan. 

“Tam sorry for Mr. Stewart,” continued 
Mr. Inman, ‘‘but Mr. Glenn ought to pay him 
back his money. If I lived there I wouldn’t 
have that stable on that ground for the value 
of the lot.’’ 

“Marietta street isa wide one,’’ said Mr’ 
Middlebrooks. ‘‘Mr. Silvey is quite adistance 
away. The Clayton house is across the street. 
The only real objection I know is Mrs, Deihl, 
who isin the rear.”’ 

“‘T want to say,’’ said Mr. Hirsch, ‘‘that the 
fact that Mayor Glenn owns that ground had 
nothing to do with thé action of this commit- 
tee. Neither did Mayor Glenn haveany thing to 
do with it. Thetruth is, I never knew that 
Mayor Glenn owned the lot until the permit 
was granted. This building here has stables 
next to it, and yet we never iicar cf the Chan-- 
ber of Commerce kicking. Then there is a 
church around the corner, too, and there’s no 
kick.”’ 

‘‘How would you like to have it next to yor, 
Mr. Hirsch ?” asked Mr. Inman. 

‘TIT wouldn’t object,’’ was the answer. 

Everybody smiled. 

‘‘T’m a Methodist myself,’’ said Mr. Stawart, 
‘‘and Ill see that the church ain’t bothered.” 

‘‘T can’t see how Mir. Stewart ever got per- 
mission,” said Mr. Woodward, “‘to start that 
building. The committee had no power to 
act, and the petition never came before this 
body. Then whére did he get the power? 
He ought to have gotten permission before he 
began.” sli 

“The chief says it’s a fireproof building,” 
said Mr. Hirsch. 

‘‘Did the chief see the buiiding and plans?” 
asked Mr. King. 

“No; le was out of town,” answered Mr. 
Hirsch. 

“T signed that report’ said Mr. McBride, 
believing everything all right. Iknew of no 
objections by the neighbors.”’ 

“The people out there,’ said Mr. Corrigan, 
“didn’t object because they were told that it 
was to be used asastore. They never knew 
better until this morning. - 

“‘Glenn’s lot or not,’”’ said Mr. Woodward, 
“Mr. Stewart ought not to have begun work 
until he had permissi ted. 
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‘The building is not fireproof, and for that 
reason, if for no other, 1 oppose it,’’ said Mr. 
Kontz. 

“T move to recommit the petition,’’ said Mr. 
Hendrix. 

It was done, , 
Salary or Fees.

Sectionalism Dying Out. 

The Boston Herald informs a southern 
contemporary that it is mistaken in suppos- 
ing New England hates the south. 

The Herald says. that there are certain 
marrow politicians in New England who like 
to hear of anything to the south’s disad- 
vantage, and who are swift to circulate it, 
just as there are certain politicians in the 
south who do not have very broad and liberal 
views about the northeast. 

Our Boston contemporary claims that the 
younger New Englanders do not follow their 
extreme politicians, and take little or no 
stock in sectionalism, and the prediction is 
made that when similar ideas prevail in the 
south sectionalism, will die out. 

We have entertained this view of the situ- 
ation forsome years. Time and again in 
these columns we have maintained that the 
violent minority in the north did not repre- 
sent the masses of the people in that section. 
Quite recently we have had a strong con- 
firmation of this view in the general upris- 
ing of the northern people against the 
force bill. 

The south is quietly working for the re- 
conciliation of the sections. Within the 
past decade our marvelous industrial prog- 
ress has drawn millions of outside capital in 
this direction, and the business interests of 
the two sections have become so dependent 
upon each other that. anything like the old- 
time hostility between the north and the 
south is out of the question. 

But our northern friends make the mis- 
take of keeping the narrow politicians 
spoken of by the Boston paper in place and 
power. Too many of them have been 
allowed to retain their old leadership, and 
their swaggering insolence has been unre- 
buked by their constituents. . The patriotic 
northerners who desire to see sectionalism 
wiped out, should lose no time in sending to 
the rear their Forakers, Hoars, Lodges, 
Reeds, and others of that stripe. 

One of the best wavs to kill sectionalism 
is to retire every purely sectional leader to 
private life. 

The material interests of this country are 
of infinitely more importance than any of 
the dead war issues. Sectional politics will 
be a gradually diminishing factor in. this 
government. Business is a bigger thing 
than the political rubbish left behind by the 
iast generation. 


Mee 
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Denouncing Pinkerton’s Roughs, 

We hear of vigorous protests against the 
interference of Pinkerton men with strikes 
from labor unions in different parts of the 
country, and we are inclined to think that 
such protests are timely and on the right 
line. 

The most notable and emphatic of these 
comes from the United Carpenters’ Council, 
of Chicago, in the shape of resolutions de- 
nouncing the Pinkerton men in unmeasured 


and indignant terms: 

Whereas, A horde of hired ruffians generally 
known as Pinkerton men have, under the cloak of 
semi-official authority, perpetfated in every city 
in the country where labor troubles have cxisted 
acts of wanton brutality and violence on in- 
offensive men, women and children indiscrimi- 
nately; and, 

Whereas, We believe that the existence of this 
body of organized and arnied blackguards is a 
continual menace to the peace of the country at 
large and an insult to our American ideas and 
institutions; and, 

Whereas, We have learned that the Carpenters’ 
and Builders’ Association has lately engaged the 
services of a number of these unscrupulous char- 
acters for the purpose of dogging the footsteps of 
honest workingmen of our craft, and by lying 
and perjured testimony and trumped-up chirges 
to secure, if possible, their conviction in the 
courts, seeking thereby to obtain popular sym- 
pathy for themselyes and bring odium and dis- 
credit on an intelligent and conservative labor 
organization; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we repudiate the action of the 
Carpenters’ and Builders’ Association, etc. 

We believe that the above not only ex- 
presses the sentiments of the workingmen 
of the United States, but of the citizens 
generally. Pinkerton’s hirelings are un- 
popular everywhere, and their presence on 
the field is always the signal for riot and 
bloodshed. A general protest should be 
made against Pinkerton interference in 


strikes or other troubles. It has been 


proved on different occasions that they are, | 


for the most part, reckless and irresponsible 
men. Public sentiment is against them, 
and they should go. 


Southern Iron, 

The New York Chronicle, referring to 
the remarkable development of the iron in- 
dustry in this country, shows that the in- 
crease, comparing the output for the first 
six months of 1889 with the output for the 
first six months of 1890, is 1,068,742 tons, 
Pursuing the comparison further, it is found 
that the country is making more iron in six 

nonths than it did in 1885. : 

The Chronicle, remarking that the south 
is playing quite an important part in the 
enlarging production of the country, gives 
the output of this section separate from the 
rest. The table shows that the south pro- 
duced, in the first six months of 1890, 961,966 
tons, against 744,619 during the same period 
of 1889, and only 485,852 in 1888. The 
putput during the first six months of 1890 
is about one-fifth of the make of the whole 
country.

The Chronicle goes on to show that if Ala- 
bama holds, she is still farin the rear of Penn- 
sylvania, which is the first. This is in the 
nature of a little taffy thrown to the Pennsy]-

now to feel very keenly the iron development 
of the south, not only in respect of quantity, 
but in respect of the cheapness of the product. 

Enough has been said on the subject in 
the northern papers to show that there is a 
yery sensitive feeling in Pennsylvania on

the Pennsylvania ironmakers will have to 
surrender the market to southern iron. It 
is only a question of time, and of a very 
short time at that. Consequently, if the 
taffy of The Chronicle will make them feel 
better, they are welcome to all the consola- 
tion they can get out of it. 


The Wisconsin Democrats. 

Thousands of our readers were astounded, 
the other day, when they saw in our tele- 
graphic columns the statement that the dem- 
ocrats of Wisconsin had adopted a resolution 
in their state convention endorsing the force 
bill. 

The explanation of this inconsistent and 
thoroughly undemocratic policy requires 
very little space. Some of the proceedings 
of the Michigan republican convention un- 
fortunately got mixed up with the report of 
the Wisconsin democratic convention. Such 
mistakes sometimes occur in the best regu- 
lated printing. offices. 

So far from endorsing the force bill, the 
Wisconsin democrats placed themselves on 
an old-fashioned Jeffersonian platform. 
They declared themselves against the Ben- 
nett compulsory education law, and took a 
strong stand in favor of the personal liberty 
of the citizen. On such a platform the dem- 
ocrats ought to carry Wisconsin, and they 
fee! confident of success. 

It will take something more serious than 
the accidental misplacing of a stickful of 
type to down the unterrified freemen who 
have reasserted the old doctrine that the 
father, and not the state, is the head of the 
family. This is the issue developed by the 
Bennett compulsory education law, and the 
democrats have arrayed themselves on the 
right side. 


A Notable Anniversary. 

Sunday was the fourth anniversary of the 
distruction of Charleston by the earthquake, 
and the scenes of that terrible time were 
vividly recalled by the people. 

But from seeming evil good has sprung, 
like a plant of great and glorious growth, 
and the Charleston of today is another city 
altogether from the Charleston of four years 
ago. 

Undismayed by misfortunes, andthe ruin 
and desolation which the earthquake left, 
the citizens of the metropolis of South Caro- 
lina went bravely to work and rebuilt the 
city. The earthquake shook the lethargy 
out of many, and when its ravages were re- 
paired, a new era dawned for Charleston; 
the city took on new life; the people be- 
came busier; trade brightened and increased; 
and. now, the outlook for the Queen City of 
the Carolinas is an exceedingly bright and 
hopeful one. 

We congratulate our flourishing neighbor 
on the possession of the true American spirit, 
which rises superior to misfortune and 
erects temples to the future in the ashes of 
the past; and we predict that the political 
earthquake which now threatens to break 
in storm over the land will not retard the 
growth of its enterprises, or the prosperity 
of the people. 


An Important Matter. 

The New York Dry Goods Chronicle takes 
it for granted that the McKinley tariff bill 
will become a law, and sounds a note of 
warning concerning an unsettled point. 

The question is this: Will the bill apply 
to goods in bond imported prior to the sign- 
ing of the act? 

We have just emerged from a tight money 
market. Confidence in business circles has 
been greatly encouraged by the passage of 
the silver bill, money promises to be easy, 
and the outlook for the fall trade is pros- 
perous. 

Throughout the cotntry merchants and 
manufacturers have mapped out their busi- 
ness for the season, and it would be a 
calainity to have their plans seriously disar- 
ranged. Under the customs administration 
bill the secretary of the treasury held that 
only goods arriving after the date it took 
effect were subject to its operation. The 
tariff bill, of course, should be made to take 
effect as soon as it is signed by the president, 
but it should not apply to goods in bond ar- 
riving before that date. Will the ruling 
under the customs administration bill be fol- 
lowed, or will the tariff be made to affect 
goods in bond? ) 

This question is now disturbing the minds 
of business men, and it should be settled 
without delay. The McKinley bill has done 
so much mischief before its passage, that we 
cannot afford to have it loaded down with 
unnecessary evils not contained in the letter 
of the law. 

Millions of dollars depend upon the prompt 
settlement of this doubtful point, and before 
it is too late congress should give the proper 
direction to the bill so far as goods in bond 
are concerned. 


Hope for the New Englander. 

If Horace Greely were alive today, he 
would change the form of his advice given 
to ayoung man yearsago. He would be 
among the first to perceive the promise of 
the vast industrial fields of the south; he 
would be among the first to reglize the fact 
that this is indeed the coming section. To 
the applicant for advice, he would say, ‘‘Go 
south young man! go south.’’ 

It is not necessary, however, at this late 
day for the advice to be given. The young 
men, andeven the older men of New Eng- 
land do not need to be told where their op- 
portunities lie. The drift is assuredly in 
the direction of the south. The farmers are 
deserting their homesteads, as their sons 
have already done, and the mill owners are 
all getting in aframe of mind that will 
shortly lead them to acknowledge that the 
proper place for the cotton factories is near/ 
the plantations where the cotton is grown. 

There are those that are disposed to be- 
wail what they call decadence of New Eng- 
land, but New England has had her day. 
It has been a glorious one in some respects, 
bnt the day the south is to have will be far 
more glorious in every respect. Neither the 
north northe east can compete with this 
section in the vast fields of industrial de- 
velopment that lie ahead of us. _New Eng- 
land and her sons will be wise in their day 
and generation if they join with us and 
give the great movement just begun a new 
impetus. 

Recently a telegram was sent out from 
Kensington, N. H., setting forth the fact 


' that the first house built in that town for 


thirty years was approaching completion. 
The rough estimates of the census add to 
this story the information that the popula- 
tion of New England is not oniy decreasing, 
bnt that it is undergoing achamge. The 
*‘habitans”’ of Canada, tty and 


fore the greater portion"of that section will 
be given over to this picturesque and flour- 
ishing race. 

Meanwhile, there is plenty of room for 
the sons and daughters of New England in 
the south, They can come here and grow 
up with the country, taking an active and 
profitable part in the wonderful industrial 
development that has only just begun. 
There are more fortunes for them here, and 
longer and broader lives and views. 

The New York Commercial Advertiser 
looks forward to the time when New Eng- 
land will be, a summer resort. ‘‘And what 
kind of a New England will this be, swept 
bare of New Englanders—this Hamlet mi- 
nus the prince of Denmark ? A very pleas- 
ant place, we take it.’’ There is grim 
humor in this question and answer. But 
there is given no reason why the New Eng- 
lander should be left out. As a southerner— 
reformed and reconstructed—he can return 
to his native hills during the summer, and 
with his felt hat cocked on one side of his 
head, enjoy the bracing air, and have a good 
time generally. 

In fine, there is still hope forthe New 
Englander if he will come south.

“T left Guatemala with $150 in coin,’’ said 
F. W. Schultz, who stopped at the Leland 
yesterday, ‘but I would not venture the ex- 
periment to bring that little with me again for 


anything under the sun.” 

Mr. Schultz is a merckant in the little Cen 
tral American republic who came to the Uni- 
ted States to attend tosome private matters 
that demanded his immediate presence. 

‘‘Guatemala was as near the verge of starva- 
tion and utter bankruptcy three weeks ago as 
any state ever experienced. When I reached 
San Jose and was about to embark I heard 
that the passengers on board the Colima, a ves- 
sel that had sailed a few days before, had been 
searched for vatuables and that all coin, gold 
and silver found on them had been confiscated 
by orderof President Barrillas. I secretly made 
up my mind that the Guatemalan government 
should not scoop in my riches. The financial 
condition of the country was such that Barrillas 
had to issue such an order. The paper money 
was worthless and the credit of the country of 
little good. Every resource to keep up credit 


had failed, and it was only through sheer des- 


peration that the president made such an 
order. Well, I had my coin sewed up right on 
the soles of my shoes. There were eight or 
ten gold pieces and several dollar pieces. 
When the search was made upon me I only 
had a few copper coins. But the officials sus- 
pected I had hidden my money, and with that 
suspicion they subjected me to a rigid examin- 
ation. I had to pull off my shoes. Fortu- 
nately they did not touch them, else the 
weight of them would have given me away. 
But for about ten minutes the cold perspira- 
tion just trickled down my forehead. What 
would they have done had they discovered the 
trick? I hate, really, to think of it. Certain 
it is I should not have been here today to teil 
you.”’ 

Mr. Schultz says the entire country isina 
deplorable state. Trade is languishing, and 
there is no faith in the stability of the present 
government.

AND THE CHILDREN OF ATLANTA 
TAKE UP THEIR STUDIES AGAIN. 


Superintendent Slaton and the Book Store 
Men Have a Very Busy Day Of It— 
Not Sufficient Acc dations 

The children Were the biggest folks in town 
yesterday. . 

They kept thousands of Atlanta homes in a 
bustle of preparation during the early morning 
hours. Then in the afternoon they were liter- 
ally swarming on the streets and in the book- 
stores, their bright faces and lively ways mak- 
ing a pretty contrast to the every-day crowds 
and busy business places. 

It was opening day of the public sehools. 

* No better evidence of a city’s growth and 
prosperity can be had than the condition of its 
school-going population. Taking this as 80, 
and judging by the showing Atlanta’s little 
folks made yesterday, Atlanta must certainly 
have good reason for congratulation. 

More children have applied for entrance to 
the public schools than ever before, and not- 
withstanding extended accommodations have 
been provided for them, still some will be 
compelled to wait awhile before they can be 
admitted. 

A noticeable feature of the school situation 
is the extraordinary large number of applica- 
tions for admission into the Girls’ High school, 
and into the lower grades of the Boys’ High 


} school. 


Three hundred and sixty young ladies were 
asking for seats in the Girls’ High school yes- 
terday, and before the term closes the ~enrol!l- 
/ ment willin all probability, taking the first 
day as a basis of calculation, reach a hundred 
more. 3 

Against this last year’s total enrollment 
foots up between three hundred and forty and 
three hundred and tifty scholars. Not nearly 
this number were entered during the first day. 

Of those entering the Girls’ High school yes- 
terday seventy-seven were in the business de- 
partment, and in this branch, as well as the 
regular course, many other applications 
are already awaiting attention. Every possi- 
ble move will be made by Superintendent 
Slaton to seat all who present themselves at 
the high school for admission. 

In the Boys’ High school the lower grades 
are overflowing, though the upper grades are 
not yet in a crowded condition. This is ac- 
counted for by the fact that a great many 
students quit school before entering the senior 
class. 

Major Slaton, with several assistants, was 
as busy as he well could be, from early yester- 
day nidrning until late in the evening. His 
office was crowded to the door by bright, fond 
children seeking tickets of adimission to the 
various schools. 

All these children represented partly new 


schoo! children who wanted to be transferred 
from one district to another. 
Major Slaton had hardly breathing time be- 


matters atiendant upon the opening of the. 
schools. 

The applicants were so numerous that in a 
short timeit became necessary to send children 
living in one district to another, in order to ac- 
commodate them, and at the close of the day’s 
work Major Slaton’s reports showed that 
every school in the city had about as many 
pupils as it could take care of, 

In fact, more applications have been re- 
ceived at the different schools than can be ac- 
commodated, and a good many children will 
be crowded out until the school buildings now: 
contracted for are completed. 
however, is hopeful that, utilizing every 
available shift, most all the children can be 
given school privileges. 

All the colored schools are overflowing, and 
Major Slaton states that fully 100 more appli- 
cants at each school have been received than 
can be accommodated. ; 

Ira street schcol has 107 applicants which 
cannot be given seats, and so far Ivy street 
has foriy-two. 

At the Boulevard school an extra third 
grade has been added to accommodate the 
overflow in that grade from other schools. 
There are also two second grades in that 
school. Boulevard can still accommodate a 
few more pupils in the first, second, third, 
fifth and sixth grades. 

Marietta street school is entirely filled to the 
sixth grade, with sixty-sevenin the primary 
departments that could not be admitted for 
lack of seating capacity. 

Fair street is filled below the sixth grade, 
with a few seats in the seventh and eighth. 
Fifty-two were turned away from the primary 
department. Calhoun street school is the 
only one that, will accommodate more scholars 
in all the grades, though Walker street is full 
up only in the third grade. At Crew street 
in the tirst and second grades there were sixty 
pupils more than could be given seats. 

Major Siaton says he will do all that is possi- 
ble to accommodate all the applicants by send- 
ing thein to other schools when the school in 
their own district is overcrowded. 

The bookstores did a big business yesterday. 

Several changes were inade in the. text- 
books, and of course, this made business for 
the bookdealers. 

Today the rush on the bookstores and in 
Major Slaton’s office as well will be con- 
tinued. 

The little folks make lively times when 
they start to school.

TO THE STATEMENT OF THE SNEI-~- 
* SON PARTY. 


The Friends of J. M. Terrell Give a His- 
tory of the Canvass For the Senate and 
the Proceedings of the Convention, 


To the Democrats of the Thirty-sixth Senato- 
rial District: In THe ConstTirution of the 27th 
appeared a remarkalje fulmination over the sig- 
nitures of T. J. Bullard, W. W. Hindman and 
George L. Peavy, claiming to have “been ap- 
pointed by the democratic senatorial nominating 
convention which nominated Almer J. Snelson for 
tate senator from tie thirty-sixth senatorial dis- 
trict on the 15th instant, te prepare and issue an 
address to the voters of this district.” 

Now, let me see what authority they had for ac- 
tion. The democratic executive committee of the 
district called a convention to meet at Fairburn 
on the sth instant, for the purpose of nominating 
a candidate for state senator from the thirty- 
eixth district, said convention te be composed of 
twelve delegates from Campbell, ten from Doug- 
las, fifteen from Meriwether, and eighteen from 
Coweta, making fifty-five delegates from the four 
counties. These delegates were to be retected in 
such a manner as the executive committee in the 
different counties might direct. Under this call 
of the district executive committee, each county 
selected its delegates, appointing the number to 
which each was entitled: On the 5th of August 
all the delegates so appointed met in Fairburn, 
either in person or by proxy, and according to the 
unbroken custom of the democratic pirty were 
called to order by Hon. W. A. Post, chairman of 
the district executive committee. The conven- 
tion was organized in due and reguiar form, pro- 
ceeded at once to dispatch the business for which 
it had been called, and adjourned sine die. Each 
county was represented inthe convention by its 
full quota of dolegesen, and itis hardiy worth re- 
peating that it did not nominate Mr. Snelson ; nor 
did it appoint the gentlemen referred to above to 
“prepare and issue an address to the voters of the 
district."" Therefore, they had no authority from 
the regular democratic senatorial conyention to 
issue the address allucded to, and the statement 
that they were appointed to this duty by the con- 
vention is untrue. There was aconvention in Fair- 
burn on the 15th instant, however, and, according 
to published reports, it pretended to nominate 
Abner J. Sne'son; but it should be Known that 
that convention was composed of disorganizers 
and partisans of Mr. Snelson, whose purpose was 
to conspire against the organized democracy and 
bring about confusion. and disorder in the party 
ranks in orderto gratifytbe ambition of aman 
whose greed for office jar exceeds his devotion to 
the democratic party. This is the authority from 
which the address emanated, and notfrom aregu- 
lar democratic convention, which they would have 
the public beNeve. These gentlemen were dis- 
loval to the party from the start, and it was with 
diffictity that they were restrained from openly 
rebelling against democratic authority until the 
convention could meet, for one of the signers of 
the Snelson manifesto advised the peo- 
le of Campbell county in a  pub- 
ic speech not to take part in 
the primary election for the election of delegates 
in that county. What right had thes2 disorgan- 
izers to cefy the authority of the party in the 
eeveral counties composing the district? Noth- 
ing was done by the executive committeein either 
of these counties contrary to party usage or in 
defiance of democratic authority. The executive 
committee of each county had undoubted author- 
ity to prescribe the mannerofelecting its dele- 

ates, and no matter what plan was adopred 
s any county different from another, and if the 
democrats of that county were satisfied with the 
method agreed upon, it does not become any man, 
or set of men, to charve that it is undemocratic. 
The method adopted by the. executive committee 
of each county in appointing its delegates was, 
therefore, in accordance with party usage, and 
their action is unassailable. Consequently, the 
authority of the several counties to act for them- 
selves in the appointment of delegates being un- 
questioned, and their action being amply sus- 
tained by principle as well as precedent, it is 
unnecessizry to pursue this question further. Itis 
significant, however, that no objection was urged 
to the methods adopted by any of the counties 
until Sne'son was defeated. 

We affirm, and challenge the Snelson party to 
deny that the delegates from Campbell, Douglas, 
Meriwetber and Coweta were legally 
appointed, and as such were fairly entitled to seats 
in the convention which met at Fairburn on the 
Sthinstant. As no question has been raised as to 
the proper qualification of any of the delegates 
except those from Douglas, it will only be neces- 
sary to dispose of that point in order to bring 
these disorganizers under the condemnation of 
true democrats everywhere. Douglas county was 
entitied to ten delegates, and in accordance with 
the orier of the executive committee of that 
county they were to be appointed by a mass meet- 
ing of democrats. Yet the signers of the Snelson 
manifestosay “Mr. Snelson was authorized to ap- 
point his own delegates to the convention.” No 
such authority was given. The resolution adopted 
by the Douglas county mass meeting was as 
follows:

Certainly, this 
is not true as to Douglas county, because the res- 
olution quoted above shows that he had merely 
the pri lege of selecting the delegates—only the 
convention had the power to appoint, and yet the 
Snelson inanifesto says:

On the 5th day of August, at Fairburn, fifty- 
five delegates assembled in response to the 
call of the district executive committee 
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State senatorship. The convention was called to 
order by the chairman of the district executive 
conimittee. A motion was then made to elect a 
temporary chairman, and it was at this juncture 
that the disorganizers tried to get in their work. 
George L. Peavy offered a resolution and Elan 
Christian a ca beni tate looking to the accomplish- 
ment of a revolutionary project by which to ob- 
tain’an advantage in the organization of the con- 
vention. Atthis stage of proceedings, Dr. Whit- 
ley offered as a substitute for all motions, (and 
which was accepted by the _ disorgan- 
izers) “that the chairman. of the district 
executive committee shall enroll as delegates, 
prima facie entitied to seats, the persons or their 
proxies originally Soon by each county,” 
which was adopted. When the vote on this lat- 
ter proposition was announced no division was 
called for, and no dissatisfaction expressed by 
the opposition. Messrs. Peavy and Christian ac- 
cepted itin lieu of their own motions, respect- 
ively; but when the chairman proceeded to exe- 
cute the resolution, the disorganizers began to 
kick. This came about when the chair- 
man refused to recognize the eredentials of one 
J.T, Lang, as a properly accredited delegate from 
Douglas county, and whom Snelson sought to sub- 
stitute for Dr. Whitley. That hisaction was fair

As to the reports cf the committee on creden- 
tials (there were two) and the action thereon, the 
Signers of the Snelson manifesto, so polific in 
mantfacturing “facts” to suit their 
peculiar purposes, not hesitate 
to create “facts” and circumstances 
that have no existence. The majority of the com- 
mittee reported that Dr. Whitley was properly 
seated and that Lang was not a delegate. The 
minority reported that Whitley was not entitied 
to his seat, but that Lang should be seated in his 
stead.

gate. No action whatever was -taken on 
the majority report, for it was unnecessary. If 
the ruling of the chair was not correct, and the 
disorganizers were dissatisfied, they had a perfect 
right to appeal from that ruling. This they 
neglected or declined to do, and the ruling of the 
chair became the judgmentof the convention, It 
is, theretore, res adjudicata, and too late now to 
raise a question as to its correctness. The dele- 
gates tothe convention being ascertained, per- 
manent organization was effected, and no name 
being put in nomination for senator except that 
of Hon. J. M. Terrell, he received every 
voty cast, twenty-eight in number, and was 
declared the nominee of the democratic 
party forsenator fromthe thirty-sixth senatorial 
district. Having thus disposed of the business for 
which it had been called, the convention then a:l- 
journed sine die. 

What has been done by the disorganizers since 
to create discord in the party ranks can have but 
one effect on alltrue democrats, and that is to 
satisfy thes that their purpose is to wreck the 
democratic party and defeat its standard bearer. 
To openly ayow their purpose would, perhaps, 
drive from them some support rs, hence they are 
flying under false colors, in order to secure the 
votes of the unsuspecting. 

To prevent this, we have thought best to show 
theni up in their true colors, so that the demo- 
crats of the district may know who they are. Not 
only did they resort to revolutionary measures to 
defeat a nomination and break up the convention, 
but rejected a propesition which would . have 
reconeiied all factions ‘and restored harmony in 
the party. Qn the day the convention assembled 
in Fairburn, and before the hour appointed for 
the meeting, Dr. Whitley approached the friends 
of Me. Terrell, and suggested the following reso+ 
lution, which he proposed to submit to Snelson 
ad his friends for approval: ; 

.**Be it resolved by the demecratic convention of 
the thirty-sixth senatorial district, now in session, 
That as there is some disagreement and misunder- 
standing as to who is the chofce of Meriwether 
county, and as there are delegates in this conven 
tion whose only instructions are to-vote for tha 
choice of Meriwether county, and as said delegates 
fail te’agree who is the choice, that this conven- 
tion. reier the whoie matter back to Meriwether 
for settlement, and ask the democratic executive 
committee of that county to call an election for 
the purpose.of deciding who is the choice; and 
when said election shall havy been held and the 
result ascertained, the candidate receiving the 
highest number of votes shall be deelaréd the 
clyoicé of the County, and the chairman of the 
dempcratic execut.ve committee of the thirty- 
sixth senatorial district shall declare him the 
nominee of the thirty-sixth senatorial district for 
senator, each candidate to agree in writing to 
abide by said election.”’ 

Feeling that Mr. Terreil- was entitled to the ten 
votes of Douglas under their instructions, every 
effort was made to obtain a promise from him to 
cast his vote for Terrel!, but without avail. He 
positiveiy-refused to make any pledge, and thus 
finding that no assurance could be obtained’ ofa 
vote trom Dougias, he was informed that the 
twenty-seven votes outspoken for Terrell would 
be cast for the resolution, Terre! believing that he 
could again carry Meriwether. Here was an op- 
portunity for these disorganizers to put an end to 
the business,and fromtheir loud professions of 
loyalty to demotractic organizations one would 
have Supposed that all difficulty would 
thus be removed ; but, strange to 
say, when Dr. Whitley submitted his 
resolution to Mr. Snelson’s followers he was flat! 
informed that they would not support any such 
resolution; and, more than that, he (Whitley) 
would have no opportunity to introduce such 
a resolution, for Mr. Snelson would revoke his ap- 
pointinent and — another man (Lang) in his 
place, which he aiterwards undertook to do. 

Thus democrats can seé and properly understand 
the degree of confidence to be placed in the pro- 
fessions and protestations contained in the Snel- 
son manifesto. That they should still claim to be 
organized democrats, after all that has transpired, 
is toe ridiculous for discussion. Instead of work- 
ing to secure harmony, they have per- 
sistentiy obstructed. every movement looking 
to a harmonious adjustment of the matters. On 
the other hand, the willingness of Mr. Terrell’s 
friends (with Mr. Terrell’s 5 roval), to remand 
the whole question back to Meriwether for de- 
cisiye action, shows very plainly that he was not 
afraid of the result there, and better than all, that 
he valued party harmony above everything else. 
But this crowd of diserganizers did not wanta 
nomination, and, as subsequent events closely 
demonstrated, they went there for the purpose of 
breaking up the convention. They knew thatif 
the foregoing resolutions were adopted and the 
matter referred back to Meriwether, 
Mr. Snelson would have little or 
no hope of carrying his county, and, 
of course, they could not entertain such a propo- 
sition. Had they doneso, and Snelson been de- 
feated (which would have been the inevitable re- 
sult),they would then have had no excuse for 
opposing the nominee. It suited their purpose 
best to pursue the line whieh they have since 
marked out, and which had really been agreed 
upon before the convention met. Ought not 
this to satisfy every loyal democrat in the thirty- 
sixth senatorial district that Snelson and his co- 
conspirators are not democrats, and that to sup- 
port him now is to support one who is engaged in 
trying to disrupt the democratic party? Having 
failed to be endorsed by the people in the primary 
elections, which appointed delegates to the 
convention ; having failed to induce enough del- 
egates to disregard their instructions by voting 
to secure.his nomination; refusing to recommit 
the question to the voters of his own county; 
being defeated in the convention as fairly as any 
candidate was ever beaten—he now assails the 
integrity of the democratic party by seeking 
through his manifesto to deceive the people into 
supporting him by posing as a martyr and detail- 
ing a miserable story that has no foundation 
in fact. Failing to sectire the nomination 
by fair means, he now attempts to defeat his 
party at the polls. They know tull well that ifthe 
Douglas county delegates had obeyed their in- 
structions Mr. Terrell would have had thirty- 
seven votes instead of twenty-eight,and would 
have had them anyway had not Snelson hurried to 
those delegates as soon as he found that he had 
failed to carry his own county and secured their 
personal pledges to vote for him regardless of 
their instructions. Nor is it to his credit that he 
refused to release some of them after they dis- 
covered that he had misied them. 

Terrell was legally and fairly nominated. He 
received every vote cast in the convention (a clear 
majority), and this in spite of the fraudulent 
methods employed to defeat him.

The Grand Jury Meets and Organizes, 
With Dr. Amos Fox as Chairman— 
Judge Van Epys Opens City Court. 


After the summer vacation, so richly earned 
and so gratefully enjoyed, the state courts re- 
sumed work yesterday. 

Judge Marshall J. Clarke was in his accus- 
tomed seat. He looks well and vigorous-after 
his summer breathing spell, and -ready to-take 
hold of the business of his court’ in his usual 
whole-hearted and systematic manner of doing 
business.

with Dr. Amos Fox as chairman; but there 
was nota great deal of business done.

THE JUDGE’S CHARGE. 

The charge of Judge Marshal J. Clarke to 
the grand jury, was very full and covereda 
number of points. 

On the subject of roads he called the atten- 
tion of the body to the fact that a bodyof com- 
missioners, appointed by the ordinary, have 
the superintendence of the public highways, 
and yet the grand jury has the right to in- 
vestigate and see if they have done their duty. 
In this connection he said: 

It is manifest that as railroad facilities in- 
crease ordinary highways become less important 
for the transfer of treights for great distances. 
Still good roads add much to the beanty of the 


| country, the comfort of travel and the ease of 


local transportation, and are generally signs of 
an advanced civilization. Iwas at one time 
familiar with the Liue grass section of Kentcky, 
and nothing jn that highly cultivated and beauti- 
ful region is more impressed on my memory than 
its macadamized roads, weil graded, broad and 
sinooth. 

He touched upon the duties of the grand 
jury in regard to the county jail, and explained 
that it was a part of its duty to look into the 
condition of the prison as—‘‘The honor of the 
state government, the interests of the county, 
and the rights of individual citizens are 
seriously involved in this matter, and it 
should receive corresponding attention. The 
protection of the innocent is certainly as im- 
portant as the punishment of the guilty, and 
unless the jail records are looked into as the 
law provides, the innocent may suffer.”’ 

He stated further that it was the bounden 
duty of that body to make a thorough exami- 
nation of the records of the various count 
offices and see that they are kept in accord- 
ance with the law. ‘ 

In relation to thecriminal laws, he explained 
that the grand jury was designed to investi- 
gate cases in which the criminal laws have 
been violated, so as to bring the culprit before 
the courts in the proper way, defining the 
nature of the crime of which the offender has 
been guilty. 

He said, in this connection: 

Any citizen can initiate a prosecution against 
any other citizen, and if the charge involves only 
a misdemeanor, that is, an offense not punishable 
with imprisonment in the penitentiary or death, 
he may carry it through without any action by a 
grand jury. If, however, the offense is above the 
grade of misdemeanor he must have a grand 
jury’s sanction before bringing the accused to 
trial. * * * 

The state pohepres you with a competent legal 
adviser, and you can summon and examine wit- 
nesses at your will. Society exacts of you that 
you shall spare no criminal whom pcrsistent and 
faithful inquiry can reach, and your conscience 
unites in the demand. 

NOT TOO MUCH SYMPATHY. 

Tn conclusion he said: 

I have endeavored, centiemen, to present a com- 
»yrehensive view of your duties as grand jurors. 

fou observe that they embrace varied and im- 
portant interests. It cannotescape you that to 
make your work of real service, whether in re- 
viewing the business of the county or in admin- 
istering the criminal law, it must be substantial 
and thorough. I trust that no consideration of 
tenderness for any one who may be faith- 
less to official obligations or regardless of 
the penal laws of the state may 
hinder or retard you in your. efforts. 
Macaulay, in reprobating that false 
humanity in Charles Ii which made him shrink 
from every duty that inflicted disappointment or 
pain on others, says: ‘‘Noman is fit to govern 
great societies who hesitates about disobliging 
the few who have access to him forthe sake of 
the many whom he will never see.’’ If you, in the 
exercise of your power asa part of this govern- 
ment, hesitate to “disoblige the few”’ who may be 
negligent or corrupt or criminal, I pray you think 
of ‘‘the many.” 

Forbearance towards criminals and officials 
false to their trusts is sometimes dignified by 
those who indu!ge it with the noble name of 
humanity. Could there be a mistake graver or 
more fatal? Donotthe simplest conceptions of 
right and wrong demand that he who voluntarily 
assumes to serve the public shall serve it taith- 
fully, ani if he faiisof this, that he shall suffer 
‘tthe disapprobation of the public and the 
penalties of the law? Do not these same 
elementary notjons likewise demand that he who 
violates a penal statute shall bear the conse- 
quences of his wrong? For those charged with 
the enforcement of the law to overlook official 
dereliction and misconduct, or withhold punish- 
ment from the guilty, under the pretense of being 
merciful to some individual man is obviously to 
set at noughtthe plainest principles of justice, 
and is towards the multitudes who compose 
society most unmerciful. 

The document is a very able one, but there 
are n» sensational features connected with it. 
The intention of the court was simply to give 
to the grand jury a clear, dispassionate and 
comprehensive statement of the duties of that 
body, and with a few citations of the code, the 
charge was delivered tothe gentlemen com- 
posing the jury, witha very complimenta 
reference to the confidence of the court an 
people generally in their ability and integrity. 

WORK.OF THE GRAND JURY. 

There is a great deal of work ahead for this 
branch of the courts. 

A new ruie has been established, in strict ac- 
cordance with the law, which is that all bills 
found during each day will bé handed in to 
the court on each succeeding morning. 

The court will pass them ovér to the clerk 
and they will then be placed upon the minutes, 
but will be kept from the public until the 
bench warrants are issued and served. 

The reason for this method of procedure is 
obvious. If the existenee of the bills are 
made public, the criminals against whom they 
have been fuund will have every opportunity 
to escape and evade arrest. 

Solicitor General Hill and his assistant, Mr. 
John Monaghan, are very busy preparing cases 
for the consideration of the jury. 

IN CITY COURT, 

Judge Van Epps gazed down from his bench 
in the city courtroom with his usaal look of 
benevolent interest on the motley throng be- 
fore him.

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IN RAILROAD CIRCLES. 
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NO TRUTH IN THE RUMOR REGARD- 
ING THE CENTRAL EMPLOYES. — 


oe 


There is Some Opposition to the Mileage 
Plan Which Mayor May Not be Put 
Into Kffect—Railroad Talk. 

It was rumored yesterday that the 
engineers, firemen and switchmen employed 
by the Central railroad, were dissatisfied, . and 
were aboutto make a demand for shorter 

hours or more pay, or both. 

There seems to be notrath inthe talk, the 
only foundation for the rumor be.ng some dis- 
satisfaction at an anticipated change, which 
will not occur until November, if it occurs 
at all. 

This possible change is the institution of the 
‘mileage system,’ in lieu of the regular so- 
much-a-day plan now in effect on the Central. 

But with the existing state of affairs the 
men seem to be perfectly satisfied. 

“There is no sort of dissatisfaction amongst 
the firemen,” said a member of that brother- 
hood yesterday. ‘I haven’t heard a single 
man complain. We are not asking for shorter 
hours nor for better pay. 

“The contract between the road and the 
brotherhood expires in December; and all we 
want is the same contract as for last year. 

‘‘As to the rumor about the mileage system 
being put into the contract for next year, 
that’s too indefinite and too far off. We don’t 
want it, and we understand that Mr. Gabbett 
is opposed to it. 

“But just now, atany rate, the men are 
perfectly satisfied. Tho Central treats its em- 
ployes as well as any road inthe United 
States, and we appreciate it. All we want is 
a renewal of the contract that we now have.’ 

Twoorthree of the firemen corroborated 
this statement fully. 

‘‘As forthe eng.neers,” said a prominent 
member of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers, “we have nocomplaint to make of 
any sort. 

“Our contractexpiresin November. There 
is some talk about putting on the mileage sys- 
tem in the new contract, and I think most of 
the men like the present plan better.” 

‘“‘Butas things stand now the engineers are 
satisfied.”’ 

A number of the switchmen were 
seen and, like the firemen and engineers, 
they seem to be perfectly satisfied; no de- 
mands to make. 

“T suppose the talk,”’ said a_ brotherhood 
man, ‘originated with some fellows not in the 
brotherhood. Nearly all trouble does. They 
have everything to gain and nothing to lose by 
a demand of the brotherhood, for they would 
get just as much benetit out of a contract as 
we would. But [ know there is no trouble in 


view with the brotherhoods. They are satis-* 


fied with the contracts they have.” 
Florida, Midland and Georgia. 

‘Bids have been received for building the road 
between the Florida state line and Deadman’s 
Bay, on the west coast of Florida, eighty miles, 
and the contract will probably be awarded 
shortiy. The road has been located from’Val- 
dosta, Ga., to the state line, and three prelimi- 
mary surveys have been made from this point 
to tidewater on the Gulf of Mexico. The ten 
miles in Georgia were graded by a former 
company ten years ago, and about 100 men are 
now repairing this work. The maximum grade 
on the road is twenty-four feet per mile, and 
the maxiinuin curves are six degrees. Arthur 
Pew, of Talbotton, Ga., is chief engineer. 

Georgia, Carolina and Northern, 

On the Georgia, Carolina and Northern, the 
tracklaying was finished last week to Clinton, 
S. C., about ninety miles southwest of Mon- 
roe, N. C., the northern terminus. All] the 
trestles between Whitmiresand Clinton have 
been finished, and train service will probably 
be extended from Whitmires to the latter 
point by September ist. The track has also 
been laid from Greenwood northerly towards 
Clinton for a distance of about fifteen miles to 
g point near the Saluda river. The iron 
bridge across that river and across the other 
streains north of the Savannah river are 
being erected. The grading has been finished 
as faras the Savannah, and the track will 
probably reach Abbeville next month. The 
distance from that point to the Savannah 
river is twenty-five miles. Altogether, about 
1,000 men are at work on the line in South 
Carolina and Georgia.

The estimate is added that ‘‘the railway in- 
dustry of the United States provides a living 
for 3,000,000 persons, or about one in twenty- 
two of the total population of the country ;”’ 
this, of course, not including railway stock- 
hoiders, who in many cases obtain their sup- 
port largely from the earnings of the roads. 
About the Alliance Road. 

The Railway Age is making fun of the 
roposition that the alliance of Georgia can 
yuiid 232 miles of road for $2,800,000, and keep 

itup ona passenger rate of 14 cents, and 
drvigut rates in proportion. 

It says: 

“Tf the farmers can build and provide with 
terminal and other facilities a road of that 
length and proposed character for $12,000 per 
mile they will thereby prove themselves pos- 
sessed of some important qualifications which 
ordinary railway builders and managers have 
not displayed. A condition under which the 
alliancemen are said to contemplate invest- 
ing, or inviting other men to invest, in the 
enterprise is that the rate of passenger fare 
sha'l be 15 cents per mile, “with 
freight rates in the samé_ proportion,’ 
it being asserted that the road 
would make more money at such rates than it 
would by charging ordinary fares. If the 
farmers not only build the road, but alsosuc- 
ceed in demonstrating that the cheaper the 
xates the more money it can make they will 
have secured another title of superiority to the 
ordinary railway management and will have 
conferred an immense benefit upon the coun- 
try. But asthe average cost of carrying a 
passenger one mile for all the railways 
of the United States was last year but a minute 
fraction less than 2 cents per mile (1.993 
cents) and onaread with light travel, like 
that proposed, would of course be much greater, 
it appeais that in charging 14 cents per mile 
the farmers’ road would be paying largely for 
the privilege of carrying passengers. If the 
alliance railway project materializes we shall 
take pleasure in reporting its progress and ad- 
vertising the success ofits innovation upon the 
old fogy methods of railway building and man- 
aging which it contemplates—provided it 
really is a success.’’ 

Captain Gee Stays Here. 

Some time ago Tue ConstitvTion, in 
noting the resignation of Master of Trains 
Storey, of the Central, gave it as reliable that 
Captain John Gee, division passenger agent 
of the Atlanta and West Point, would be his 
successcr. 

A day or two afterwards circulars were 


issued announcing that Mr. Gee had been ap- 


pointed to the position. 


The Atlanta and West Point was unwill- 


ing to let so valuable a man go; and finally 
induced Captain Gee to reconsider the whole 
matter and stay with them.

ENGINEER HALL IS SURVEYING THE 
RIVER’S WATERSHED, 


He Talks Interestingly About the Stream 
and Its Tributaries—A Pure, Gush- 
ing Mountain River. 


The Soque river route for securing water 
for Atlanta is now engaging the attention of 
the hydraulic engineers. 

Mr. B. M. Hall, of the firm Hall Brothers, 
the contractors to survey the country from the 
Foye to Atlanta, is now in Clarkesville and 
Habersham county. 

Mr. Hall first went to Tallulah Falls and 
surveyed the country between that point and 
Clarksville. ‘ 

This was for the purpose of ascertaining & 
correct idea of the watershed of the river, and 
for informing himself generally upon the 
origin of the stream, of its fall aud its supply 
of water. | 

With a view to estimating the exact eleva- 
tion of the water at the highest points in the 
Blue Ridge, he made a careful survey of the 
river from and above Clarkeaville to a point 
several miles below the town. 

After more fully caiculating the advantages 
of the stream along this division of it, he will 
come further down, and will arrive at the con- 
clusion as to which is the best point at which 
to tap the river with a canal to Atlanta. 

THE WATERSHED. 


“T have found the general advantages of 


the stream good, so far,’’ he said to a CONSTI- 
TUTION representative yesterday. 

‘*The fall of the river is very great, of course, 
in the mountains, and there are several! preci- 
pices almost equal to the minor falls of Tallu- 
lah, near Clarkesville, 

“The wateris like that of all mountain 
strceams~—coild and clear, gushing and pure. 
There is an abundance of it, too. 

“T shall continue the survey for the next 
few days down the river below Clarkesville, 
getting the grades and elevation ; finding the 
best route to Atlanta for the 
canal and —s generally sizing up 
the feasibility of getting water from thi 
river.”’ 

“How many miles would the canal run?”’ 
was asked. | 

“Tf I tap the stream near Clarkesville, as I 
expectI shall do, the canal would, on an air- 
line, run fully eight miles, I think. Of course it 
will be morethan the air-line distance, how- 
ever, for there would necessarily be a great 
many curves and crooks in the route, owing 
to the mountains. 

“The water would have to be conducted in 
pipes part of the way—and a good part of it 
too, for the country is pretty rugged.”’ 

‘‘How many factories are on the river ?’’ 

“Only the two at Clarkesville. These would 
add no objection to the source, however, for 
they would be a long distance from Atlanta by 
the canal.’”’ 

“When will you finish your survey ?”’ 

“T cannot say. I shall remain here in 
Clarkesville for several days, until I arrive at 
more definite figures as to the advantages of 
this source for water, and then I shall move 
further down, and gradually beat my way 
back through the woods to Atianta. 

“The beauty of this route is that there isa 
ridge most all the way to Atlanta, upon which 
to conduct the water, and then by having a 
pumping station near the city the water could 
be easily forced to a sufficient pressure in the 
reservoir.” 

Mr. Hall has all of his instruments with 
him, and is prepared for a long jaunt through 
the mountains of Hall and Habersham 
counties. 

He is fam iliar with the grades of the coun 
tra, having done much surveying all through 
those regions of asimilar nature before. 

He will return to Atianta the latter part of 
the week. 

THE AMICOLOLA SURVEY. 

A letter was received yesterday from Mr. J. 
R. Hall, who is engaged in mapping the route 
to the Amicolola river, stating that he had 
reached a point above Roswell. 

He has finished about half of the route, it 
being fifty-five miles on an air-line from At- 
lanta to the nearest point on the Amicolola, 

Mr. Max Hall will leave today or tomorrow 
to complete the survey to Peachtree creek, 
tapping it at Grier’s bridge, a distance of 
seven and a half miles. 

These are the three surveys ordered by the 
city. They will all be finished by the first of 
next week, and a report will be made by 
Messrs. Hall to the city council.

According to the further provisions of the 
resolution he is himself an ex-officio member 
of the committee. 

Mr. Meldrim means business, and in appoint- 
ing his committee has sougit to put 
on it such men as will do great work for the 
endowment plan. 

He has written the following letter to Judge 
Howard Van Epps, president of the Atlanta 
Alumni Society.

SAVANNAH, Ga., August 30, 1890.—Hon.. Howard 

Van Epps, Atlanta, Ga.—Dear Sir: Under the 
resolution of Hon. Joel A. Billups, I have ap- 
pointed the following committee: C. H. Phinizy, 
Augusta; W. A. Hemphill, Atlanta; Captain 
Henry Jackson, Atlanta; H. H. Cabaniss, Atianta; 
J. H. Rucker, Athens; Hon. C. L. Bartlett, Macon ;

THE NEW HAMPSHIRE SENATOR 
Tries to Celebrate Labor Day by Calling Up 


the Labor Bill, Vat the Senaie 
Takes Up the Tariff. 


WASHINGTON, September 1.—The senate 
met at 10 o’clock a: m., but it was half an 
hour afterwards before business could be 
procecded with, owinz to the absence of a 
quorum. Inthe meantime, Mr. Blair asked 
whether a motion to adjourn would be in 
order. This was “Labor Day,’ he said, and 
should be universally observed. He thought 
that the senate, which worked sixteen hours a 
day instead of eight, ought to do honor to the 
eccasion by adjournment. 

Mr. Hoar gave itas his opinion that Labor 
Day would be better honored by legislation on 
behalf of labor. ‘Very weli,’’ Mr. Blair said, 
in acuniescence, *‘there are four labor bills 
that have been sent over by the house of rep- 
resentatives. I would be very glad to have 
them acied on by the senate.”’ 

‘*] desire,’ said Mr. Hoar, “‘to spend the 
day in legisiation that will raise the wages of 
labor.’”’

SENATOR PADDOCK SPEAKS. 
Paddeck addressed the senate. Mr. 
ock spoke in friendly criticism of the 
tariff bill. There was no dissent in the re- 
pubiican party, he said, to the declarations 
heretotore made in its platforms, but thereswere 
differences of opinion as tothe details of the 
tariff. There was no dissension within 
as to such protection as 
the difference in the cost 
between the United States and 
reign countries.- He should be glad if he 
uld foliow the,majority of the finance com- 
mittce, but he regretted that he could not see 
his way clearly to it as to all sections. He ap- 
preciated fully the arduous and faithful labors 
of the finance committee, and regretted to 
have heard insinuations that ithad allowed its 
action to be influenced by threats of bargains 
or cajolery. The agricultural west, he 
said, . never favored. high protective 
duties, but did favor sufficient protection to 
cover the difference in wages, while at the 
same time a sembiance at [east of fore'gn 
markets was preserved. The west regarded a 
‘‘revision of the tariff’? as meaning a ‘“‘reduc- 
tion of the tariff,’’ whenever possible, and not 
increases in tariff imports, and he was confi- 
dent that the demand fer a lower range of 
duties whould have to receive an early and 
favorable response from congress. 

The rest of. Mr. Paddock’s speech was 
mainiy devoted toa refutation of statements 
made by democratic senators as to the impov- 
erished condition of the farming class, and he 
showed that in the state of Nebraska, particu- 
lariyv, there was no such agricultyral depres- 
sion, but that,-on the eontrary, the farmers 
were prosperous and the state rich and 
growing. 

A DIFFERENCE OF OPINION. 

Mr. Platt setup the.claim that the prosperity 
described by Mr. Paddock was directly due to 
protection duties, and he spoke for some time 
in elaberation of his proposition. 

Mr, Carkiste made the counter assertion that 
Nebraska’s prosperity was not the result of 
protection, but had come about in spite of it, 
and he also argued his contention at some 
length. Coming down finally to the pending 
amendment, after some more discussion, it 
was agreed to—yeas 26; nays 18. 

Mr. McPherson moved to reduce additional 
ad valorem ratesjin paragraph 373 from 25 per 
cent to 25 per cent. Rejected—yeas 170; 
nays 27. 

The next paragraph was read. It relates to 
woolen or worsted clothes, knit fabrics, etc. 
The finance committee reported an asmend- 
ment increasing the duty per pound from twice 
to three times the duty per pound on unwashed 
‘wool of the finer class. 

Paragraph 551, relating to carpets, having 
been reached, Mr. Vance asked Mr. Aldrich 
to state the reason for increasing the duty on 
carpets. 

Mr. Aldrich—The increase is made neces- 
sary by the increase of the duty on carpet 
wool. 

Mr. Vance—I have nothing more to say. 

Mr. Gray—That is one of the evils of the tax 
on raw wool. 

Mr. Reagan, as a commentary upon the bill, 
sent to the clerk’s desk. and had read a para- 
graph from The St. Louis Republic stating 
that the action of the senate on the lead ore 
paragraph had driven a smelting establish- 
ment at El Paso, Tex., across the river to 
Juarez, in Mexico. 

CARLISLE CORRECTS TELLER. 

Mr. Teller said he did not care if all those 
smelting establishments were removed to 
Mexica, for they gave no employment to 
Awmericaus, their workmen being all Mexicans, 
who crossed the river every morning to go 
to their work. 

Mr. Carlisle contradicted that statement. 
He has been through the smelting works in 
E!1 Paso last sammer, and had not seen a Mex- 
ican in them. 

Paragraphs 382 and 383 having been read, 
Mr. Carlisle said that, in view of a desire to 
avoid an evening session and of the inutility of 
offering any amendments for a’ reduction of 
duties, he would not offer any of the other 
paragraphsin the schedule. If there were 
time tv discuss them and have them voted on, 
he would feel it his duty to offer. amendments 
to each of the paragraphs, for he considered 
the duties on all of them too high.

SMYSHR WAS DISGEALIFIED 


Because He Had Stock in the Raum Re- 
frigerator Company. 

Wasninatrox,; September 1.—Mr. Stock- 
bridge, of Maryland, moyed to suspend the 
rules and pass the bill ‘providing fer the gov- 
erninent’s inspection -cf mines in the territo- 
ries. Agreed to. 

Mr. Cooper, of Indiana, rising to a question 
of prvilpge, stated that one of the charges 
made inthe resolution offered by him for the 
invest'gation of the commissioner of pensions, 
was tha?the commissioner was selling stock 
in a refrigerator company to an employe of the 
pension office. Tie had in vain attempted to 
ascertain the names of the stockholders in the 
concern. Teday he learned, and this knowl- 
edge was boritie out by testimony, that one of 
the members of the investigation committee — 
Representative W. L. Smyser,of Ohio—was one 
of the stockholders. He (Mr. Cooper), there- 
fore, offered a resolution discharging Mr. 
Smyser from the committes and directing the 
speaker to appoint his successor. 

Mr. Sinyser, of New York, said that the 
question which the committee was appointed 
to investigate was whether the commissioner 
had promoted employes under him for the 
reason that they became stockholdersin a re- 
frigerator company. There was no reason why 
a stockholder affected his qualification to de- 
cide whether General Rauim’s official conduct 
bad been wrong. 

Mr. Outhwaite, of Ohio, was surprised that 
any gentleman of honor and integrity should 
raise any question as tothe propriety of the 
gentleman from Ohio immediately withdraw- 
ing from the committee. 

Mr. Sunyser said that he had no intimation 
that he was going to be appointed on the com- 
mittee until the announcement was made by 
the speaker. Asa member of the committee 
he had entered upon the discharge of his 
duty, and he had done it faithfully and well. 
He did own some of the stock, but that fact in 
no manner could aifect the integrity or> honor 
of honest men. And friends who knew him 
would never impute to him a want of honor 
or a want of integrity. While 
he did not understand why the 
fact of his ownership of stock should affect his 
standing as a member of the committee, if his 
colleagues on the committee were of the opin- 
ion that he was so -affected, he would yield 
Willingly and resign his. position. 

Mr. Morrill, of Kansas, chairman of the 
committee, said it was due to the speaker and 
to members of the committee to say that the 
first intimation they bad that one of the mem- 
bers had stock in the refrigerator company was 
when the books were produced. The conduct 
of the gentleman from Ohio had been perfectly 
honorable. He seemed to be desirous of ar- 
riving at the truth arid the whole truth. He 
did not doubt the gentleman’s motives in the 
least, but he hoped now that in orderto re- 
lieve other members he would promptly with- 
araw from the committee. 

Mr. Smyser feltthat there was nothing in 
the charges against Raumin any way aflect- 
ing him, but in order to satisfy. the other side 
of the house and the country, in duty to him- 
self, he most respectfully asked to be relieved 
from further service on the committee. 

The request was granted. The speaker 
stated that when he appointed the committee 
he had no knowledge of any relation between 
the gentleman from Ohio and the company 
referredto. The chair had made the appoint- 
ments from the committee on pensions and on 
invalid pensions, because it would facilitate 
the disposai of the matter to have gentlemen 
serving on the committee who had 
some knowledge of the pension office. 

The following extract from the report of this 
morning’s proceedings of the Raum investigat- 
ing committee explains Mr. Cooper’s, action: 

Mr. Sinyser, 4 member of the committee, was 
sworn at Mr. Cooper’s request. He said that he 
was a stockliolder in a refrigerator company, 
representing himseif and C. W. Kauke and P. C., 
Given, of Ohio, who had an arrangement with J. 
b. Tayior and C, B.. Hard, of Wooster, 0. They 
held 20,209 shares and had paid. $10,000 for them. 
Witness’ share of the stock bad lost him $3,530. 
The subscription had been made last April. 

The remainder of the day’s session was de- 
voted to motions to suspend the rules and pass 
bills on the calendars, but few of these were 
successful, and such measures as got through 
were only of local importonce to western and 
northwestern sections. 

At 5:10 o’clock the house adjourned.
